Ea |. IRISH RAILWAYS. 


IMPORTANT STATEMENT OF 
LORD JUSTICE O'CONNOR. 


At the Irish Railway Commission yesterday, 
at Leinster House, Kildare etreet, Lord Justice 
O'Connor, Chairman, said :—Sir James Craig, 
speaking in the Belfast Parliament yesterday, 
is reported to have said—“‘ The Chairman of the 
Railway Commission for Southern Ireland is in 
complete error when he states that the sap 
ern Ireland Commission has any woe gs al 
deal with railway matters in Northern Ireland.” 

‘There is no error,” continued the Lord Jus- 
tice, “ in any statement of mine. There is error 
in the statement of Sir James Craig. The Rail- 
way Commission set om foot by the Provisional 
Government is asked by the Provisional Govern- 
ment to advise them on the Irish railways as a 
whole, North, South, East, and West. T stated 
that it was our intention to advise and report 
on the railways as a mg but, in order to 
avoid controversial matter, Í added that L ex- 
pressed no orinion as to the power of the Go- 
vernment to deal with the matter when our re- 
port came before them. 

“ But now that the question of power—and by 
that I mean legislative power—of the Provi- 
sional Government has been raised, and that 
the statement has been made in ‘responsible 
quarters that I was in errof as to the position, 
] think it is as well that I should state the legal 
position so far as railways are concerned. 

“Under the Peace Treaty the Provisional 
Government and their successots, the Free State 
Government, when eStablished, are the sole 
authority, and the supreme authority, over 
railways in the portion of Ireland which, for 
want of a better. term, is called Southern Ire- 


nd. 

‘That Free State Government, even jf North- 
ern Ireland votes out under Clause 12, will con- 
tinue to be the sole and supreme authority over 
fhe railways and everything else in the Southern 
arga. 

‘Thus, for example, the Free State Govern- 
ment can, if it pleases, purchase, control, and 
manage every foot of Irish railways outside the 
six county area, including the Great Northern 
Railway, so far ae it is inside the twenty-six 
county area. 

“Conversely, the Northern Government has 
not now under the Treaty scheme, and never 
will have, any ee direct or indirect, over a 
foot of the railways in the twenty-six county 
area. 

‘Now I come to the six county area. This ie 
provided for by Clause 12 of the Peace Treaty, 
which preserves the Council of Ireland (on 
which the Free State Government will. of 
course, have equal representation) and iis 
powers. It follows that, even in the Northern 
area, the Northern Government has not now. 
and never will have, exclusive jurisdiction” (eave 
as to construction which the Act of 1920 pro- 
vides for) over the railways in. the six county 
area. For example, the Northern Government 
has not, and will not have, any power to pur- 
chase, manage, or control a foot of railway in 
the six county area. The Free State Govern- 
ment has, and always will have, at least as 
much control and authority over 
lines within the six county area as the North- 
ern Government. 

‘This Commission, therefore, has in the six 
county area as much interest and authority as 
the Commission which the Northern Govern- 
ment proposes to set up, and in the twenty-six 
county area the Northern Commission has no 
interest or authority whatever.”

DUBLIN AND BELFAST RATES. 


Under existing agreements the Wages of the 
operatives in the building trades in Dublin are 
fixed until the 30th June next, when a re-con- 
sideration of rates will be made. 

At the beginning of the present month an 
agreement as to wages, hours, and general con- 
ditions of labour was arrived at between the 
Belfast Master Builders’ AMesociation and the 
Belfast Branches of the National Federation of 
Building Trades Operatives. The result of this 
agreement was that as from the lst of May 
the tradesmen accepted a reduction of 3d. pet 
hour, labourers 4d., and hodsmen and apecial 
labourers “a ., leaving their wagee at ls. 7d., 
20d., and 1 w. per hour respectively. Workin 
hours for all classes wore fixed at 44 per wee 
for ten months of the year and 42 per week 
from November 16 unti¥ January 15. These 
tates are fixed until May, 1923. Al) other exist- 
ing rules and allowances are to stand ae at pre- 
sent. 

A departure bas been made here from the 
old principle of adjuéting wagés according to 
the sliding scale based on cost of Jiving statie- 
tics, and a stabilised rate for twelve months 
established.

REBUILDING STARTED IN 
CORK.

It is gratifying to see that at last a start is 
being made with the reeonstruction of the 
burned out area of Cork. Of course, operations 
so far have been, with the exception-of a fer 
cases, confined to clearing sites, but the work 
will steadily increase, as plans have been ;p- 
proved for several) buildings, and of the £10,000 
instalment which the Reconstruction Committee 
received from the Provisional Government they 
have already disbursed nearly £5,000, and 
have applied for an instalment of £20,000, which 
they will reqwre next month. 

The various firms are loyally carrying out the 
desire of the Committee that Irish materials be 
used as far as possible, but the architects oe 
that when buildin proceeds upon a fairly lar 
scale it will be difficult. if not impossible, to o 
tain sufficient Portland cement, as this material 
is not manufactured at present in Ireland. How- 
ever, it is stated that the Drevagh (Wexford) 
Cement Factory will shortly re-open, and if its 
product on analysis and tests is found suitable 
the concern will find a market in Cork for almost 
their entire output. Messrs. Casli’s architect is 
busily engaged upon plans for a palatial building, 
and there will be no delay in their case. as the 
Provisional Government has decided that their 
claim: will be paid in full. A start is being 
made with the rebuilding of the premises of the 
Misses Murphy, fruiterers, ete., in Cook street. 
and Messrs. Mooney’s, printing works in Robert 
street. 

The scheme for the widening of ae 
street has been considerably veliend owin 
its huge cost, but the Patrick street end w: ‘hi a 
widened, and the western corner rounded off. 
To enable this to be accomplished the CG orpore- 
tion are taking steps to compulsorily acquire 
Messrs. Thompson's site. Plana for the re- 
erection of Messrs. Cahill and eal s and the 
Blackthorn House premises, with beautiful lime- 
stone frente, have been sanctioned by the Com- 
mitiee, This will be wood news for the trades 
bodies, as unemployment in their ranks hag in- 
creased rather tnan dimimasned since thea he.

TWO DISMAL DOCUMENTS. 
(BY OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 
There have been many disappointing 

sessions of Dail Eireanr, but that which 
was held yesterday was the most dis- 
appointing of all. It is true that nobody 
was very much surprised to hear that the 
Conciliation Committeé had failed once 
more to find a basis of agreement; for the 
news of its failure was more or less an 
open secret on Tuesday night. But very 
few people thought for a moment that the 
apparent cause of rupture w ould have been 
so trivial. 

The meeting of the Dail was listed for 3 p.m., 
but to a very bad tradition, it did not 
begin until nearly 3.45, At 3.15 only ono mem- 
ber—-Mrs. O'Gallaghan, who alwars is in time— 
was In her seat, and the others drifted in Nery 
Thete was a fuil attendance when at 
‘ast the Speaker took the chair, and questions 
were run through faifly quickly. Mr. McGrath 
made an important statement about the trouble 
in Cleeve’s factories in Limerick and elsewhere; 
but everybody was anxious to get on with. the 
real business of the day, and his remarks hardly 
received the atiention which they deserved. 

Before the reports af the two parties were 
the Speaker annguneed that he had been 
asked ‘to suggest that, after they had been 
read, the House should adjourn without dis- 
eassion. The reason for this suggestion was 
not obvious, but, aa it was not followed out, it 
did not maiter, 


CAUSE OF THE BREAK-DOWN. 

The pro-Treaty report was read by Mr. Dwyer, 
andi it was á dismal document. The other re- 
port was reail by Mr. Boland, and it, was worse. 
Apparently, when the Conference re- 
sumed its meetings after its failure of last week. 
its members agreed to ignore the issue of the 
Treaty altogether, and to concentrate their -at- 
tention on the question of an agreed election. 
Un this substantial agreement was reached in 
pomeiple, The, break-down of the negotia- 

ous was due, nominally, to a differ- 
ence on dbetails—in fact, to a difference 

n arithmetic. It was a strange ex- 
perience to listen to the two reports, both of 
which affirmed solemnly the * indefeasible right 
‘ot the Irish people to free elections,’’ while, at 
the same time. ther consented to the holding of 
an election in which everything would be 
arrauged beforehand. One party would nomi- 
nate this number of candidafes; the other party 
that, and the Irish people would have notbing to 
ilo but say ditto. 

The reports were couched 
tlear language, but, so far aieone could gather, 
‘the diffcrengg between the iwo PACties 
superficially’ this:—One side proposed that the 
proportion of Treaty to anti-Treaty candidates be 
five tm three} a ratio which subsequently was 
reduced to six to four; while the other insisted 
thai it be m@intained as it is at present. Both 
were in complete agreement that there should 
be some sort of agreed pfoportion, and that 
this amazing election wat be uncoutested. 
Indeed, Mr. Boland gave the Dail to understand 
that the “ eléction’”’ would be held on no issue 
of any kind+surely, the most astonishing ap- 
peal to a people on record. 

However, there it was. Mr. Boland seemed 
to be quite proud of his report, and both parties 
seemed to think that their proposals were quite 
reasonable. .Dr. MacCartan. who rarely speaks 
in the Dail, quickly brought them, and every- 
hody else, back to reason, He said quite 
frankly that, the proposals were unworkable. 
if the anti-Treaty side was prepared to have 
nn uncontested election, with a Coalition 
Government, for the purpose of working the 
Treaty, there: might be some hope for the coun- 
tiv, but obviously it not prepared to do 
anvthing of the sori. Therefore, the issue was 
saill between peace and civil war. Nothing had 
changed. ‘The whole thing was absurd. 

The posttion now is decidedly obscure. Yester- 
day nobody stemed to know-what was likely to 
happen next. Only one thing is certain. "No 
agreement such as that which is outlined in the 
reports can he of the slightest use to anybody. 
To shelve the Treaty inpossible. 
‘National umity ” can-be bought at too dear e 


price. 
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THE MEETING, 
TREATY PARTY’S REPORT. 

At the restimed session of Dail Eireann yee 
terday. Mr. Dwyer, on behalf of the pro-Treaty 
members of ithe Peace Committee, read the 
following report : 

“ We desird to report that, following on the 
decision of Dail, after the reading of the two 
reports from the Committee set up under Dr. 
Hayess motidn, we held five further prolonged 
enttings. The Committee, at the request of the 
anti-Treaty swe, agreed to leave undiseussed for 
the time being. and without prejudice, the 
clayses embod ying the difference which caused 
the break, and discuss the details of a proposi- 
tion under which an agreed election could be 
held. 

“We proceeded to discuss 
an election laid down in 2 
of our previous report, and Deputy ‘Dwyer 
handed in a memo. on that scheme. which was 
accepted in pi inciple by the anti-Treaty side. 

“Deputy Boland put in an alternative 
echeme (see Appendix °C’), and, after pro- 
longed discussiot. on the two drafts, which lasted 
until laté on Saturday night, 13th instant, we 
got. on the bes of a suggestion from Deputy 
McKeon. a cértain framework of a scheme on 
which ‘cement could be reached. 

“On Sunday night the pro-Treaty side filled 
in tho details of the scheme, und put in a 
craft embodying thes» detaiis. With certain 
-erbal alterations and additions, the draft. 
which consisted of eighi clauses, was accepted 
by both sides, with the exception of two 
clauses—Clause No. 2 was not accepied, and 
Clause No. 6 was not reached. fter a very 
long diseussion, during which Deputy McKeon 
siggested that if the proportion of 6 to 4 was 
more acceptable, he would endes sour to secure 
his colleagues’ agreement on that as a propor- 
tion. Deputy McKeon said ‘that the course of 
the discussion proved to him the necessity for 
the proportion, as originally put in, of 5 to 3. 
lle pointed out that we, as a Committec,- had 
been unable tó reach finality on any real issue, 
because of 1 fact that our numbers were 
equal, and thé result had simply been long dis- 
cussion, BO p ss. aml! no conclusions on vital 
matters, and is. he Sn we moe egg Tón 
to the preportion, as im the draft, than 
he had been when the draft was handed in. 
He pointed out ‘the absolute necessity for 
ordered, hseive Government if this country 
was going to retain the national position which

A FURTHER DRAFT. 


“Deputy Boland put in a further draft (see 
Appendix “D”), which was discussed along with 
the pro-Treaty draft in so far as it related to 
the question ‘of the proportion of candidates, 
and no further. After a discussion, which 
centred almost altogether on the necessity for 
a majority party under the scheme, Deputy 
McKeon agreed to substitute again the pro- 
portion of 6 to 4, instead of 5 to 3 as in our 
memo, as the proportion of candidates to go 
forward on tho National Panel. Deputy 
Boland, after some discussion, expressed his 
readiness to accept the proportion named, and 
stated that he did so reluctantly, because he 
would prefer to recommend such a course. to 
his colleagues rather than break on that matter 
at the Conference, with the possible results of 
that. break. 

“It was agreed to my, Hv until 10 p.m. to 
give Deputies Mellowes, Moylan, and Ruttledge 
an opportunity of considering the acceptance 
or rejection of these proportions. 

“On resumption, Deputy Mellowes announced 
that his side could not agree io anything ex- 
cept the existing proportion in Dail, and exist- 
ing personnel as far as possible, and the Con- 
rerénce broke down. 

"It is desirable that the Dail should under- 
stand ihat the pro-Treaty objection to the 
echeme for selection of candidates by Simn 
Fein in Deputy Boland’s Draft was based on 
these grounds :- - 

Thai Sinn Fein, by the Ard Fheis agree- 
was a noutral body. 
at previous to agreement 
divided, just as Dail is divided. 

“(c) That the two parties had, under the 
agreement, set up their own _ electoral 
machinery, and were in perfectly orderly ways 
doing ordinary ‘routine election work; selecting 
candidates, propaganda. etc. 

“ (d) nat to force these two parties together 
again under present circumstances could not 
lead to harmony, or the ~observance of the 
spirit of the agreement we were trying to 
teach, and uphold if we reached it. 

“It is not necessary to show how much pre- 
ferable it. is from every point of view that 
each parity should be responsible for its’ own 
nominations, and how far such a course would 

o to prevent needless expensive contests in 
parts of the country, without any.desire on the 
part of the people to enter on them, in these 
places. 

“The exact position in which the pro-Treaty 
sidé stood at the end of the negotiations is set 
out in Appendix ‘A.’ We desire to stress this 
fact—that the Committee had reached agrec- 
ment on Clauses 1, a aud b: 4. a, ¢, d, ¢, g,.h, 
and in a less definite sense on Clause 5. We be- 
lieve firmly that we have found an honourable 
solution in the remaining clauses for all our 
diffcrences. 

“We desire, in conclusion, to pay our very 
sincere tribute to the five Southern officers who 
came before us, and, in a scarcely lesser way, 
we desire to pay the game tribute to Councillor 
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‘APPENDIX ‘A.’”" 


“This document was finally handed in b; 
us after various discussions which led us to be- 
lieve the recommendations therein:.set oul met 
the points raised in those, discussions. 

““We recommend that :— 

(1). The following principles 
and passed yy resolution in Dail :— 

“ (a) That all legislative, executive aud 
judicial authority in Ireland is, and ehall be, 
derived solely from the people of Ireland. 

“(b) That Dail Eireann is the supreme 
Governing authority in Ireland. 

I) Mindful of our obligations to the Irish 
nation, and recognising that our common ideal 
is the good of Ireland, it is realised that the 
most pressing necessity at the present moment 
is unity of the forces that have worked to- 
gether for the past six years. We realise, 
further, that practically the whole country has 
the strong feeling that peace and order must 

restored and preserved, and that means 
must be found for looking after the urgent 
social and economic needs of the nation. 

“We are of opinion that the minority in 
Dail Eireann can agree to our recommendations 
without sacritice. of prinaple, without prejudice 
to what they consider the best future interest« 
of the nation, and without departing from their 
ideals. 

** (3) Recognising also that it is a funda- 
mental duty of Government to make available 
for the people the advantages gained by the 
War for Independence, and that the people 
so desire, and accepting the fact that Dail 
Fireann has by a majority approved of the 
Treaty which is the vehicle of these advantages, 
and accepting also the position created in the 
country by this approval, we are of ‘opinion 
that a contested election now might be at- 
tended by civil strife. which might result in a 
dissipation of these advantages, and the worsen- 
ing of our national position. — 

** Accepting this, and desirous of avoiding 
such a conflict in the best interests of the nation, 
we recommend :— 

(a) An agreed election. : 

“ (b) A Coalition Government after the elec- 
tion. which. will have the confidence of the 
whole country. ! 

“ (4) (a) The present parties shall nominate 
each their agreed proportion of candidates to 
the Third Daif.

ANOTHER ‘VIEW. 
“ REPORT OF THE REPUBLICAN 


DELEGATION,” 


Mr. Boland read the following report or the 
Republican delegation :'— 

“On the reassembling of the Dail Committee 
Mr. Dwyer, on behalf of his group, handed in 
the following memo. :— 

“\It is admitted by us all that the necessity 
for an election in order to stabilise conditions 
in the country exists. Since there is that neces- 
sity, it does not require any arguments to prove 
that, it will be necessary to make that election 
as real as possible, so as to secure as wide re- 
presentation for the people as possible. In that 
way, it will be possible to secure répresentation 
for interesis which are not already represented, 
and avoid the clashing of these interests against 
the panel candidates. This method has the still 
further advantage of giving back to the people 
of Ireland the sense that the nation’s interests 
are theirs to conserve, and that only by 
obedience to government can any nation hope 
to progress. This obedience is. particularly 
necessary to a Parliament operating with’ a 
Coalition Government, which must make up for 
its own internal weakness by the strength and 
support which it is getting from the people. 

“ There is a real necessity, also, to meet that 
bedy of opinion in the country which considers 
that the present Dail is not, in any sense of the 
word, sufficiently representative, and to show 
them that, taking cognisance of the national! 
position, we have interfered with the clectorate’s 
full right only te the most limited possible ex- 
tent. Tho argument underlying ihe objection 
to an agreed contested election is that it might 
lead to precisely the same conflict and siress 
that the ordinary general election might lead 
to in.the present circumstances. We think that, 
having secured agreemients between both há 
the main nolitical parties, and having made the 
necessary appeal to the eountry io view the 
pane! candidates in the wide sense. in which they 
eught to. be selected, we would have no 
difficulty m-securing public opinion on our side.

MR, LLOYD GEORGE'S ADVICE. 
GENOA, Wednesday. 

At this afternoon's sitting of the Political 
Sub-Commission the draft proposals submitted 
to Russia were finally adopted by all the dele- 
gations, including the Russian, with two amend. 
ments. The ‘first includes all the Soviet Re- 
publics in the truce, and the second provides 
that the non-aggression pact shall remain in 
force for four months after the completion of 
the work of The Hague Commission—that_ ia, 
until the beginning of next year. 

Mr. ‘Lloyd George said, in the course of a 
speech. to the Sub-Commission, that if any 
agreement was reached at The Hague, Gerthany 
would not be excluded from co-operation in the 
reconstruction of Russia, and it would be folly 
to attempt to.exclude her. It was desirable to 
get the co-operation of anybody who could make 
any contribution, 

Dealing with the meeting place of the pros- 
pective Commission, the Premier said that The 
Hague was a place internationalised by 
Nradition and possessing the necessary inter- 
national atmosphere. 

Referring to a statement made by M. 
Tchitcherin: that the Genoa Conference had 
| failed because they had dealt with things by 
separate discussions, Mr. Lloyd George said 
that the fact was that there had been such 
divergence of opinion upon questions of vital 
principle that it had been found impossible to 
reconcile them. ‘They had had, therefore, to 
approach the problem from different points of 
view, to see whether they could not -reconcile 
these divergencies in practice. 

There was no doubt that the two systems of 
Government were quite irreconcilable—namely, 
the system in Russia and that in other parts 
of the world, but they were coming nearer to 
each other. 

Speaking of the non-aggression pact, Mr. 
Lloyd George said :—-‘‘ We have each as mach 
trouble in our own countries as we can manage, 
and if we look after it, and leave other 
countries to look after their own business, we 
shall get on very much better. 

“ H we would give help to each other in any 
direction’ where it is possible to do se, it would 
be to our mutual advantage. That is what I 
mean by a pact of non-aggression, and 1 hope 
that after we have signed this we shall keep 
it faithfully.”

CHEAPER TEA. 


REDUCED DUTY IN IRELAND. 


We are informed by wholesale tea-trading 
interests in Dublin that all tea taken from bond 
on and after last Monday is subject to the re- 
duced duty, and is being so invoiced to retailers. 

The reduction amounts to 5 1-3d. a pound. In 
the cage of the higher priced teas retailers will 
reduce the price by 4d., the odd two-thirds 
being borne by merchants and wholesale_yur- 
chasers: but in the lower-priced teas—those at 
2s. 8d. a pound and less—-the reduction will be 
3d. a pound.: 

Many shopkeepers have stocks on hand bought 
at the higher duty rate, but as soon as one 
retailer obtains tea at the reduced duty his 
price per pound must come down, and other

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ULSTER INSTITUTION'S MOVE, 


An organisation styling itself the. Ulster 
Traders’ Defence Association has initiated a 
counter-boycott of Southern goods in Northern 
Ireland, in retaliation for the continuance of 
the boycott of Northern goods in the South.

Granted a proper Coalition Spirit, there was 
no cause for a break over eight or ten seats.

They had made repeated attempts to achieve 
peace, but it seemed hopeless to bridge the 
differences. He suggested, in the last resort, 
rather than have fratricidal strife—because it 
looked very like that—that they should unite 
on Ulster. The Treaty, among other bad 
things in it, meant partition. Partition, accord- 
ing to the Irish Hierar in their pronounce- 
ment last October, would be nothing but a 
perennial source of discord and fratricidal 
strife. The fact that the Hierarchy had 
changed their minds and had advised the people 
to acospt the Treaty, unfortunately for their 
co-religioniste in the North of Ireland, did 
not mean that the circumstances would be 
anything different for them. 


PARTITION AND UNITY. 


On the question of partition they had a 
basis of unity between the two sides in the 
Deil, and he suggested that they both unite 
in defence of their people in the North. He 
hed suggested to Mr. Collins aj a recent con- 
ference that they both should retire from 
public life and go to the North of Ireland on 
a defence crusade in favour of their people 
there, but Mr. Collins did not accept that 
offer.

He knew from the ruffianism that 
was going on in the North that it was likely 
to continue, and that England was in the

It was not a question of whether it was worth 
civil war or not: it was a question of whether 
the people had the right to decide this ques 
tion for themeslves. e people could dispose 
of the Government as they thought fit. 

Another question was: “Is the Republic 
worth civil war?’ He (Mr. Cosgrave) would 
ask: Were they going to get the Republic after 
civil war? He said that.they were not. If he 
did not represent the people in this matter 
he would not remain a member for one moment.

“Mr. Charles Power outlined the circumstances 
| of the case, and said that the two Redican’ 
had been tried with Thomas Weymes on 
charges of robbery of £2,789 from the National 
Bank, agg sc Aoi é; of £1,237 from the 
National k,' Upper “gs ot street, and of 
firing a revolver shot at Alexander McCreery, 
accountant; and the robbery of £1,017 from the 
Provincial Bank, South Richmond street. 
Thomas Redican was sentenced to 12 years’ 
penal servitude and 12 strokes of the birch, but 
the flogging was not confirmed, and James was, 
sentenced to penal servitude for life and 18 
strokes. That sentence was commuted to 15 
years and the flogging was not confi . 

The Redicans remained in Mountjoy uatil the 
general release of prisoners, when, for the first 
time, they alleged that they were political 

risoners, and wrote a letter to the Minister of 

ome Affairs demanding release, as all other 
Sinn Fein prisoners had n set free. Follow- 
ing the letter, they went on hunger strike, and 
were moved’ to St. -Vincent’s Hospital, from 
which they escaped. Subsequently they were re- 
arrested and sent back to Mountjoy, where 
they again went on hunger strike, and de- 
manded an investigation. They were then taken 
to Steeven’s yr nye and from it they came 
to the Court at the previous ‘hearing. 

When sent back to Steeven’s Hospital the 
authorities said that they were all right, and 
accordingly they were sent back to Mountjoy 
Prison ál treated as untried prisoners. 

The Mimister of Home Affairs wrote to the 
Governor of the Jail bg eee that the 
Redicans should get every facility for getting 
into touch with a solicitor. The-Governor re- 
plied that they had taken no action in this 
respect. The Redicans said that they were not 
able to arrange for paying a solicitor unless 
they got out on parole to realise some of their 
property. 
hile in hospital they wrote to the Press, 
and the letter was published. Mr. Power con” 
sidered that a very improper thing to bave 
done; it was a contempt of that Court. 

On March 14, when Thomas was arrested, 
he made a voluntary statement, in which he 
said that Weymes asked him to go with him on 
some business. With his brother and Weymes, 
both of whom were armed, they went to the 
National Bank, Baggot street. James Redican 
“held up” the staff and Weymes took the 
money. A further statement gave particulars 
of the purchase of ‘material from a “Dublin 
battalion dump. 

James Redican objected, and said that he 
was not charged with that. His brother was 
forced at the t of the revolver to make the 
statement at’ Oriel House. 

James J. Redican then ‘stated his own case. 
He said that while in Mountjoy Prison they 
were recognised by the British Government as 
being Sinn Fein prisoners, Prisoners classed as 
criminals were not so ised.

When we re- 
ceived the Admiralty letter in March, 1915, I 
went to London and had several interviews, 
and after explaining our position as contragtors 
for His Majesty's mails, the Lords Commis- 
sioners of the Admiralty agreed that they 
would, in the evént of the vessel being lost, 
Ay the cost of replacing her, and also not 
allow any vessel to be built for a competitive 
service for a railway company or otherwise; 
and, further, that they would be responsible 
for any adverse effect the requisition might 
have on the mail contract. On the 3rd March, 
1917, the Connaught was torpedoed in the 
English Channel; she was allowed to leave 
Havre in broad daylight unescorted, no steps 
of any kind being taken to protect her. We at 
once communicated with the Admiralty, but the 
reply was that owing to the war the underiak- 
ing to replace could not be carried out, but 
that interest would be paid in the meantime; 
unfortunately, immediately afterwards there 
was a judgment of the High Court which de- 
cided that when a shir was requisitioned an: 
subsequently lost His Majesty’s Government 
were not bound to pay interest pending the 
settlement of the claim, but it was promised 
that from the Ist July, 1917, the campany 
would be given a payment at the rate of 
£5,000 a year until the Admiralty were in a 
position to carry out their undertaking. The 
company succeeded in carrying on the mail 
service with the remaining three vessels. 


GOVERNMENT ASSURANCE VIOLATED. 


On the 10th October, 1918, the Leinster was 
torpedoed; in aceordance with the agreement 
the Admiralty had to hire to the company a 
relief ship when required, and did so. Some 
time previously the Admirilty had given per- 
mission for two of the vessels which had been 
under construction for the London and North- 
Western Railway Company to be proceeded 
with. We were, however, given an assurance 
at the time that these vessels were to be 
finished for naval purposes only, and that the 
undertaking on the subject would be faithfully 
observed. When the Armistice was 
signed -we naturally expected that¢ the 
contract made on behalf of His Majesty's Go- 
vernment would be given effect to, but in this 
we were disappointed. On the one hand, the con- 
tract to replace the Connaught was not carried 
out, and, on the other, that not to allow com- 
petitive ships to be built was violated, as the 
two vessels referred to were ordered to be re- 
constructed for the London and North-Western 
Railway Company. In these circumstances, fail- 
ing to make any impression on the Government, 
a petition of right was filed, and came before 
Lord Coleridge on the 2ist day of June, 1920. 
His lordship gave judgment in favour of the 
company on all points, and in the course cf 
his judgment made the remark that he never 
read a clearer cagtract. The Government ap- 
pealed against this judgment, but the case did 
not come before the Court of Appeal until 
March, 1921. In the meantime the situation 
had entirely changed, the company having been 
deprived of the mail contract. Lord Cole- 
ridge’s judgment was to give the company a 
new Connaught. Such a vessel being no longer 
required, the Court of Appeal varied Lord Cole- 
ridge’s judgment on this point, and decided that 
the company were to be paid the cost of the 
construction of a new Connaught. The Court 
differed with Lord Coleridge on the second part 
of his judgment, which decided that the com- 
pany was entitled to damages by reason of the 
breach of agreement on the part of the Go- 
vernment, having. allowed the London and 
North-Western vessels to. be built. before the 
Connaught, and the question then to be deter. 
mined was whether to accept the decision of the 
Court of Appeal, as far as it went, or take the 
case to the House of Lords. 

LORD COLERIOGE’S JUDGMENT. 

Personally, I am _ satisfied that Lord 
Coleridge was right, and that his judg- 
ment would have been upheld, having re- 
ard to a decision we inead had had in the 

ouse of Lords, where ractically the same 
point had been raised oak given in the com- 
pany’s favour, but doing so would have caused 
reat delay, and I doubt if the case would yet 
ave been reached. The Government had the 
right to appeal; we did not know for months 
what course was intended to be taken, but when 
it was intimated that it was not proposed to 
appeal, after very full consideration, we de- 
cided to adopt the advice we had been given, 
and that was—having substantially succeeded 
on the main issue, to be satisfied with the pay- 
ment by the Government of the sum of money 
which it would have oost the company to build 
a new Connaught. With the object of saving 
the further legal proceedings which would have 
been necessary to ascertain the amount of the 
company's claim by judicial decision or by arbi- 
tration, as these would probably have been pro- 
longed and costly, the company’s eolicitor en- 
tered into negotiations with the Board of Trade. 
At first the officials mace suggestions as to the 
amount to be paid, which were considered quite 
inadequate, and contended that the payment of 
£5,000 a year should be taken into account, but 
eventually they made an offer of £340,900, pro- 
vided that the company waived their right to 
the payment of the balance of the £5,000. a 
year due from the Ist January, 1920. Now, 
according to the evidence given at the trial, the 
replacement of the Connaught would not have 
cost. lees than about £380,000, and the £5,000 a 
year payable until the Connaught was replaced 
had only been paid to the lst January, 1920, so 
there was £12, due in respect of thie. The 
alternative to acceptance was arbitration, and, 
as I told you after the me meeting last 
January, we most carefully consider the 
matter, and decided to accept the offer of the 
Government. 

The company owed the Government for hire 
of relief vessels which had been employed dur- 
ing 1920, and it was saageoted by the Board of 
Trade that this should settled by the pay- 
ment of £10,000, subject to the arrangementa 
being approved by the Treasury; we yore 
to this, but subsequent] further claims extend- 
ing over a considerable period have been raised 
which we considered inadmissible. The com- 

ya solicitor and I had interviews with the 
nancial officials on 16th February and 24th 
March; since then there has been further cor- 
respondence, but the matter still remains un- 
settled, though every effort will be made to 
arrive at an early and satisfactory arrangement. 

Last year was a period of perhaps unprece- 
dented depression in the shipping trade, and we 
did not take any step to dispose of the Ulster 
and Munster, but as there seems now some 
signs of revival, we have placed the vessels in 
the hands of Messrs. Thos. McLaren and Co., o 
Glasgow, a firm with whom the company has had 
frequent dealings, and always found most satis- 
factory. I really think these vessels are unique: 
they are certainly smaller than the new mail 
i ets, which are magnificent vessels and very 
ast, but the Ulster and Munster, though older, 
are in perfect order, far more easily handled 
in harbours, and while their speed is only about 
a knot and a half less than the new mail 
packets, the coal consumption of the latter is 
nearly double that of the former, and anyone 
wanting vessels like the Ulster and Munster 
would find them a bargain. I understand the 
cost of building is less than it was a year ago, 
and that shipbuilders are now radh to make 
fixel contracts, but I doubt very much if at 
the moment any builders would make a contract 
to duplicate the Ulster and Munster for leas 
than £700,000; these vessels are as good as 
new, and fit for service for many years. I 
may remind you that the old mail packets 

rried on the service for 37 years, and were

by it: and unless and until we are in & position 
to get a guarantor as solvent as the company to 
undertake our liabilities, it would be futile for 
us, I imagine, to expect either the Dublin and 
South-Eastern Railway Company or the Great 
Northern Railway Company to agree to cancel 
the old agreement and make a new one; but 
even if they did, the last word would not rest 
with them, as the interested parties are the 
Guaranteed Stockholders of the City of Dublin 
Junction Railways, and I can hardly suppose 
ther would be so simple as to allow their se- 
curity to be impaired, as it would be if our 
place was taken by anyone less solvent, and the 
value of the guarantee thereby become any wa) 
lessened. ' 

I might add that it does not seem unreason- 
able to hope that the London and North- 
Western Railway Company, who, 4s you know, 
are immencely wealthy, and indeed seem to 
have an inexhaustible purse, as they have 
agreed to the contract subsidy being reduced by 
£10,150 a year in consideration of not being re- 

uired to carry mail bags in the Sunday Day 
Packet, may, when they can be so generous to 
the Post Office, hereafter recognise the fairness 
of relieving their former partuere of the burden 
which has enabled the London and North- 
Western Railway Company to gain their present 
position.
